1. I have read tnte Helicopter Study with Lite rest and would like to com- 
pliment those who prepared this Study for doing an excellent job. 

2. At this particular \hne, the Director does not appear too interested 
in obtaining helicopter service for the Agency; also, the cost would be pro- 
hibitive in trying to undertake\such a project on our own. I believe, however, 
that it might be feasible for several,agencies to join together and pool their 
resources in obtaining helicopterSs'ervice. Also, it is possible that the 
Federal Aviation Agency or the Biibeau of the Budget might encourage some 
private company to provide service On the basis of so much per passenger. 

3. It is requested that gour Office continue to monitor the developments 
in this field. I would particularly like to Jdjow what develops after the joint 
meeting is held between the District of Columbia Government and the National 
Capital Planning Commission referred to in paragraph 4 of attachment 7.
